The U.S. 
1th Circuit 
Court of 
Appeals ordered Arlington Coun­ 
ty officials to admit 
four Negro 
children to the all-white Stratford 
Junior High School Feb. 2 — the 
start of the new term. 
The ruling upheld U.S. Distinct 
Judge Albert V. B ryan’s Sept. 2 
decision that the transfer of the 
four students from a Negro school 
was denied on the basis of race. 
The 
appeals 
court 
withheld 
for 
further study a decision on the 
transfer of 26 Negro pupils turned 
down by Bryan. 
At about the same time, a spe­ 
cial three-judge federal court is­ 


sued a permanent injunction pro­ 
hibiting state officials and Norfolk 
school 
authorities 
from 
closing 
any public school or grade solely 
because of integration while other 
schools are kept open on a segre­ 
gated basis.

growth of the court's ruling Mon­ 
day that struck down the state's 
school-closing law.

^ Lm o * Alonzo Stagg was busy raking leaves whan I pulled 
into the drivaway of his Stockton, Calif., homo. Now 96, th« 
g ra ft old man of football is far from retirad. Ha still coache 
kicking and punting at Stockton Junior College, carrying on an 
incredible career that began more than 70 years ago. 
"By all odds,” he said, "faith has been the most important 
thing in my life." 
Stagg explained that his life lacked meaning and purpose 
before he joined the Presbyterian Church in his youth. The son 
of a poor cobbler, he worked his way through high school and 
then through Yale University by living in Spartan simplicity. 
He developed his legs by running to class in the cold because 
he had no overcoat. 
While studying for the ministry, he pitched Yale to five na­ 
tional baseball championships, praying with each pitch: "God, 
help me to do my best." 
After graduating, Stagg perceived that because he lacked 
preaching talent he could do his best for God and man on 
the athletic field, molding young bodies and minds. 
A leading sports figure in the century, Stagg contributed the 
head slide to baseball and the tackling dummy to football, but 
he counts his greatest contributions in whatever particles of 
faith he has been able to transmit to the thousands of boys 
who have played on his teams down through the years.

State Fatalities 
Down 9 Per Cent, 
Best Since 1954 


ALBANY — With a nine per 
cent decrease in motor vehicle 
fatalities during December pav­ 
ing the way, New York State 
racked up its best traffic acci­ 
dent death score since 1954 last 
year. Complete 1958 report by 
the State Bureau of Motor Ve­ 
hicles records 2,169 deaths for 
the 12 months, three per cent 
less than the 2,240 listed in 1957. 
In 1954, the toll was 2,094. 
Rural 
areas 
of 
showed 1,259 deaths, 
cent decrease, and urban areas 
255, one1 of three per cent. New 
York City deaths rose two per 
cent, from 644 to 655. 
There 
were 
1.078 
fatal accidents in 
rural areas, 238 in urban areas 
and 631 in Now York City. D ur­ 
ing 1957, the figures wore 1,171,- 
24.3 and 616 respectively. 
Pedestrian deaths in traffic ac­ 
cidents marred ihe record, how ­ 
ever, the report disclosing that 
they increased two per cent over 
1937. 
Urban 
areas had a de­ 
crease of five per cent, 122 in 
1S38 to 129 in 1937, hut the in­ 
creases of three per cent in rural 
sectors and three per cent in

York City 
overcame the 
favorable figure. 
In

York City, 462 pe­ 
destrians suffered fatal injuries 
last year as against 448 in 1937 
while in rural New York 1958
